There has been n great deal of cavucst not to say hcatod controversy Over the 


precise political stntu's of Counellsville tit the present time, that is to say whether 
it is a city or a borough and under what form of government it is existing. 


A direful examination of the law does not seem to leave aiiy room ior doubt; 


in fact, it is rather surprising that there should be any question raised about it. 
The Third Class City Code provides that there shall be aw election to determine 
whether the majority of the'citizens of any borough having a population exceeding 
ten thousand desire that tho borough shall '.become a city of the third class, and 
that: 


If It shall appear by tho relume that there Is a majority In fa\or. of a city charter, tho Governor shall

woaKh to the Secretary of the Chamber,of'Commcrce, "became a city of the third 
class on the day and date of the issuance'of the letters patent," but it became A 
CITY IN NAME, KOI1 IN FACT; that is to say, it was authorised to assume city 
government AFTER TilK ELECTION OF ITS CITY OFFICl'ALS. 


In the meantime IT REMAINS USTftER^BOROUGH GOVERNMENT, and 


it will be no more necessary or proper at this time to appoint Registrars and en- 
force Personal Registration than it would have been.at the time of the signing of 
the city charter to have elected a Mayor, City-Controller, Select and Common Coun- 
cils, Board of Assessor and other city officials, and assumed the form and func- 
tions of city government.

The law distinctly and in terms provides that city government shall not be 


assumed until the city officials have been duly chosen at the next ensuing munici- 
pal election. T1IIS IS ALSO A SUFFICIENT ANSWER TO TILE DOUBTS 
EXPRESSED AS TO THE LEGALITY OF THE TOWN COUNCIL'S TRANS- 
ACTIONS SINCE THE SIGNING OF THE CITY CHARTER. 


Under the law above quoted, it will bo footed that it is provided that the mu- 


nicipal election shall be held in February ajnd the city government assumed in 
April. This portion of the Law .has been repealed by the recent election legisla- 
tion which fixes the time of the municipal election on the Tuesday following the first 
Monday of November. 1911. and the beginning of the,official term on the first Mon- 
day of December following.

It appcai-s plain, therefore, that Connellsvillc will continue under borough 


government until the first Monday in December, and that tho. coming November 
election and the preceding primary will be c'onducted under borough rules just as 
the administration of Hie city is being conducted.
